WHY INDIA WAS HELD

| few years ago, a prominent Brit- 
| ish official, Joynson,Hicks, very 
truthfully stated, “We did not 
conquer India for she Indians. .. . 
We conquered India by the sword 
and by the sword we shall hold 
it. We hold jt as the finest outlet 
for British goods 


So it ig with the above as the 
guiding star that the policies of 
Britain are motivated towards 
India: By over publicizing and 
drum-beating of the interna] dif 
ferences of the Indian people, the 
jimperialists intend to convey to 
the average mind in Europe and 
America the impossibility of any 
Gemocratic solution of the Indian 
problem. 


As long ago as in the middle of 
the 19th century, Lieut.-Col, Coke 
of the British army in India, 
writing about the future princi- 
ples to be followed in India, said: 
“Our endeavor should be to up 
hold in full force the (for us for 
tunate) separation which existe 
between different religions and 
races, not-to endeavor to amal- 
gamate them. ‘Divide et Empra’ 
should be the principle of the 
Indian government.”

At least two Victoria bakers, 
rationed to 70 perécent of their 
1941 - sugar . consumption but 
faced with increased business es- 
pecially in cakes and pastries 
since coupon sugar rationing 
came into effect July 1, are 
closing their sNops because they 
can get no sugar. 

The Clear View Bakery, 767 
Fort Street, was closed today be- 
cause it had no sugar. The Eng- 
lish Bakery, 743 Fort Street, will 
close next week for repairs, al- | 
though the manager said today 
he was also closing to build up 
his sugar reserve. It is rumored 
other bakeries are closing. 

Since the adoption of sugar 
rationing, bakers throughout 
Canada have been permitted to 
buy ‘only 70 per cent of the 
sugar-they- consumed “during the | 
basic period of October, Novem- 
ber-and December of 1941. Vic- | 
toria bakers said today they had | 
been going over their quota, 
their reserves. were dwindling, 
yet they could buy no sugar. 
NO VOUCHERS 

Since coupon rationing became 
effective, wholesalers have de- 
manded vouchers for the sale of 
Sugar to bakers. No vouchers 
have been issued to Victoria 
bakers, it was reported today.
